BROOKLYN,  N.Y.  The  diocesan  Confirmation 
of  converts,  an  annual  ceremony,  was  held  this 
year  for  the  first  time  in  Queens  county  when 
approximately  660  persons,  cdnverts,  received 
the  sacrament  at  the  hands  of  Bishop  Thomas 
E •  Molloy  of  Brooklyn.  ^ 

BALTIMORE,  MD.  The  pastor  of  one  of  the 
Protestant  churches  near  Mt .  St.  Maryfs  col¬ 
lege,  where  the  three-day  arch-diocesan  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Catholic  Students  Mission  Cru¬ 
sade  v/as  held,  offered  the  hall  of  his  church 
for  use  of  the  435  delegate s.  x 

NAPLES,  ITALY.  The  liquefaction  of  the 
blood  of  St.  Januar/Ius,  Bishop  of  Benvento, 
who  v/as  martyred  under  Diocletion,  was  obser¬ 
ved  In  the  Cathedral  after  the  faithful  had 
been  praying  for  some  time.  The  relic  is  pre¬ 
served  in  two  vials  and  is  seen  as  a  solid  ex¬ 
cept  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  and  on  Sep¬ 
tember  19,  Feast  of  St.  Januarius,  when  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  bubble  or  boil. 

CORNWELLS  HEIGHTS,  PA.  Renewing  his  plea 
for  extensive  efforts  to  convert  Americans 
millions  of  Negroes  and  Indians,  Pius  XII  has 
sent  a  letter  of  felicitation  to  Mother  Kath¬ 
erine  Drexel  on  the  golden  jubilee  of  her  re- 
ligi  ous  profession  and  her  foundation  of  the 
Sisters  of  the  Most  Blessed  Sacrament . (Mother 
Drexel  is  the  one  whose  generous  donations 
were  the  occasion  of  Drexel  Hallfs  being  built 
for  the  education  of  the  Indians  still  in  this 
territor3r  in  the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century. )
